U.S. Agent Held Up and) 
Huge Sum On Way to 
Bank Stolen 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 23. 
—Four bandits held up a Unit- 
ed States mail truck today, 
bound its driver and escaped 
with registered mail which po- 
lice said contained approximate- 
ly $129,000 in banknotes and sil- 
ver. The shipment was being 
taken to a Fall River bank from 
a train which previously had 
arrived from Boston. 

Postal authorities at Boston, who 
earlier said the amount was in ex- 
cess of $40,000, confirmed the report 
of police here and said the money 
had been sent from the Federal Re- 
serve bank in Boston. 

Two men with revolvers held up 
the small mail truck in the north- 
ern section of the city and forced 
its driver and lone occupant, Her- 


bert B. Reid, 43, to enter a sedan 
in which two other bandits were 
seated. 


One of the holdup men drove the 
mail truck across the Taunton river 
into Swansea, while Reid, tied hand 
and foot with adhesive tape, was 
torced into the rear seat of the ban- 
dit car and blindfolded.

LONDON, Jan. 23—A dispute be- 
tween the actors trade union, the 
British Equity Association, and the 
management of Drury Lane theatre 
spread Tuesday to 20 other theatres | 
and threw the theatrical world of 
London into turmoil, 

The dispute arose over a “closed | 


shop” clause in the contracts of art- 

ists in Ivor Novello’s forthcoming 

production “Glamorous Nights.” 
The clause required artists to 


work only with members of the 
Equity Association or organizations 
of artists approved by the Equity. 

It spread to involve 11 West End 
managers, representing 20 theatres 
and many productions. The man- 
acers held a private meeting and 
decided to oppose the Equity’s in- 
sistence upon the closed shop. The 
managers suggested the issue be re- 
ferred to Lord Esher as chairman of 
the conciliation board or to the 
minister of Jabor.

ONTARIO TO 
ADOPT NEW 
RELIEF PLAN 


TORONTO, Jan. 23. — Uniform 
food allowances will go into effect 
throughout Ontario immediately as 
part of a new government policy, 
Hon. David A. Croll, minister of 
public welfare, announced last 
night. 

The policy is designed to elimin- 
ate claims of discrimination from 
any municipality. 

In 90 per cent of the municipal- 
ities, Mr. Croll said, the change} 
means an increase in food allow- 
ances, if the municipality wishes it, | 
and is willing to contribute pro- 
portionally. In a few places it 
means reductions, among them Tor- 
onto township. 


“This means,” Mr. Croll said in 
his statement about the new pol- 
icy, “that a family of four will re- 
ceive food to the value of $5.25 
a week. We think that adequate, 
and our scheme is scientifically 
determined by current prices. 

“You don't have to be any kind of | 
expert but a housewife to realize 
that the figure is fair. In addition, | 
they are permitted to earn, with-| 
out deductions, up to one-third of 
the monthly food alc food allowance.”

FRIDAY MASSACRE 

Meantime, details of the affray, 
in which 26-year-old Albert Ber- 
nard, administrator of the Gobad 
region, died heroically, began to 
trickle in from the distant region. 
The massacre occurred last Friday, 
but it was not until late Monday 
native runners got through to 
French outposts with news of it. 
Bernard, stationed at the outpost

The town of Lacabbe, in French 


the Aissamaras, fierce 
tribesmen who take no captives

Afoot, on horse- 
back, brandishing their razor-edge 
cutlasses and firing their rifles, the 
howling assailants crashed into the 
French detachment with the force 
of a battering ram. 


STOOD THEIR GROUND 

The relief force was hopelessly 
outnumbered, Man after man 
crumpled to .he ground, mortally 
wounded. Survivors were hacked 
to pieces by the desert warriors 
Spartanlike, Beinard stood his 
ground only to succumb to 10 
sword gashes. 

After looting the dead French 
troops, grasping the modern Lebel 


rifles with hoarse shouts of pleas- | 


ure, the raiders departed from the 
field of death as quickly as they 
had come, disappearing into the 
desert fastnesses across the border. 

On hearing of the tragedy, Gov- 
ernor De Coppet of French Soma- 
liland immediately ordered a strong 
force to the Gobad

ures against the Aissamaras, if they 
could be cornered.

State Tells How It Traced 
Abductor’s Work From 


Baby to Attic 


FLEMINGTON, N.J., Jan, 23.— 
Arthur J. Koehler, government 
forester and wood expert, testi- 
fied today that an upright piece 
in the Lindbergh kidnap ladder 
and a section taken from the 
attic of Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann were at one time one piece.

FLEMINGTON, N.J., Jan. 23 
—New Jersey player, the last 
trump card today in its direct 
case against Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, giving to the jury 
the account of how it traced the 
kidnsp ladder directly into the 
attic of the alien's Bronx home. 


State Trooper Corporal Frank 
Kelly, carrying his fingerprinting 
paraphernalia, took the witness 
stand for the remainder of his de- 
ferred cross-examination by Chief 
Defence Counsel E. J. Reilly. 

Tuesday was a day of swiftly 
moving testimony, but not swift 
enough to stop a sudden defence 
attempt to cast doubt on the state's 
identification of Hauptmann as the 
ransom taker. 

In an unexpected coup, Edward 
J. Reilly, chief of Hauptmann’s 
counsel, brought out that a plaster 
cast was made of a footprint found 
in the Bronx cemetery where the 
$50,000 ransom changed hands. 

Not a bit perturbed by objec- 
tions of Attovney-General David T. 
Wilentz, Reilly then moved to use 
reports on the cast and the word 
of the state's own witness to show 
it was not Hauptmann’s footprint. 


RECORD OF VOICE 

He let it be known also he wants 
a phonograph record—the record 
that Federal Agent Thomas H. Sisk 
said had been made of Dr. John F. 
“Jafsie’ Condon’s imitation of the 
ransom taker’s voice. Condon has 
testified that “John,” the ransom 
taker of St. Raymond's cemetery, 
| was Hauptmann. 

Hoping to close their case today, 
prosecutors began the tedious task 
of tracing the wood that allegedly 
went into the ladder’s making from 
the lumber mill to the Hauptmann 
attic.

REFORM WANTED—NOW 

Right Hon. Mackenzie King lost no time in 
letting the Government, parliament and the 
public know where Liberals stand in respect 
to Premier Bennett's reform-promises, and on 
the subject of reform generally. 

He invited the Prime Minister to wind up 
the debate on the Address in Reply, shelve 
minor and routine business, waive the priority 
of supply bills, bring in his reform measures 
and get on with the program. And, in keeping 
with this demand for action at once, moved no 
amendment to the Address—though upon other 
considerations an amendment would be justi- 
fied as seldom before in the history of Canada. 

If parliament wastes weeks in the early 
session on matters of lesser or only general 
moment, the fault will not lie with Mr. King 
and his followers. They went on record in the 
first speech of the first day of debate with a 
demand that oratory be suspended in the in- 
terests of desperate public need, and that the 
Government bring in its plans for meeting that 
need first and foremost. 

Not that the measures thus far hinted at by 
the Prime Minister are of fundamental im- 
portance, or that their enactment will or can 
set the country on the road to rea] and endur- 
ing prosperity. But because anything entitled 
to be called reform would be a great and wel- 
come improvement on the record of the last 
four years and could only produce good; and 
in the present state of acute and 
nz ide distress even small mercies to the 
long-suffering public should be facilitated in 
every possible way. 

If Mr. Bennett's proposals are in line with 
known facts and common sense, the Liberals 
will welcome and support them; doubtless 
will members of every group in the House. 
They cannot, in that event, be brought in too 
soon. 

But, however good the ends in view, and 
however well the legislation may be drawn, the 
Prime Minister has made no suggestion that he 
intends to go far enough or deep enough to do 
more than prevent patent injustices and ease 
surface conditions. There is to be—so far as he 
yet indicated—no dealing with the root 
yf the unchecked deflation, which sucked 
e money value out of property, shut off credit, 
‘closed factories producing things of daily and 
universal need, bankrupted farmers in thou- 
sands, made super-abundant wealth a mockery, 
and put one-fifth of the population of Canada 
on relief lists and in twenty-cent-a-day camps. 

If the Premier has in mind to go back tc 
causes and deal with this basic factor in the 
wreck of the nation he has yet to say so. And 
he cannot do that without repealing the legis- 
lation he put through at the last session of 
parliament, handing over control of the nation’s 
money supply and of public credit te a private 
company operating as the Bank of Canada. 

It was to prevent the public getting and 
exercising control over money and credit that 
the privately-owned central bank was created, 
and was presented with powers which hitherto 
have been held by the Government and were 
exercisable on order of parliament. Within 
the limits of vast legal knowledge and a fertile 
imagination, the Premier removed that power 
as far from parliament and the public as he 
could devise means of doing. That he could 
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have been his one regret.

If there is to be in Canada the only reform 
that can make this the home of a contented 
and prosperous people, real wealth will have 
to be given a money value that no private 
agency can take away from it. The public 
control of money supply and public credit is

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the only means by which this can be accom- 
plished. 

That is the kind of reform the Liberals in 
Caneda are demandingy and their representa- 
tives in parliament are demanding it now. 


“WHAT IS,” IS 

The Dominion Railway Commission stands 
pat on the proposition that it is right, necessary 
or expedient for the railways to charge twice 
as much to haul grain from Alberta to Van- 
couver for consumption in British Columbia as 
they would charge to haul the same grain to 
the same port for shipment abroad. 

Wherefore the Commission threw out an 
application from dairy-men and poultry-raisers 
in British Columbia for a rate on feed grain 
from Alberta no higher than the rate on grain 
for export. If B. C. dairy and poultry farmers 
want to feed their stock on Alberta grain they 
will have to pay 40 cents per hundred pounds 
freight on the grain; while the same train will 
carry grain of the same or better quaity from 
the same Alberta point to Vancouver for export 
at the rate of 20 cents per hundred pounds. 

The answer to this little calculation is plain 
to any schoolboy. The B.C. stock and poultry 
men will not use Alberta grain for feed’ They 
can't afford to. The other half-of the answer is 
that the Alberta farmer can burn his low grade 
giain if he cannot make any money feeding it. 
There isn’t a demand for it outside Canada at 
any paying price, and he is prevented selling 
it in the only part of Canada where there is a 
demand. 

Sir Henry Thornton, asked how a freight 


rate structure was built up, replied that it 
wasn’t built, it “just grew,” like Topsy. The 
Railway Commission evidently agrees that 


freight rates are not the product of reason; they 
just happen to be what they are, and being 
what they are they must be right. 

The Alberta farmer and the B.C. stock men 
may get what profit they can out of the reflec- 
tion that if they are not to be allowed to do 
business with each other in the future neither 
were they allowed to have dealings in the past.

A booklet on the Statute of Westminster, 
sent to me by its author, William Savage, a Van- 
couver barrister and former Minister of Public 
Works in the coast province, will interest the 
large number of people who are attracted by 
the British-Israel movement. 

I'm not a British-Israclite 
or any other kind of an Israel- 
ite myself, but I have a toler- 
ance for every kind of sincere 
religious belief, and in addi- 
tion a very high respect for 
Mr. Savage as a lawyer and a 
gentleman. 

How very ,little religious 
differences really matter in 
life. I've had three rgally inti- 
mate man-friends—friendship 
with that close degree of trust 
and confidence that with a woman would spell 
a love affair. The first, Wiliam Restelle Shier, 
died on the threshold of a certain great career. 
He had fought off tuberculosis brought on by 
wading in creeks to his neck in pursuit of en- 
tomological studies, had published his first book 
“The Right To Be Happy” and embarked on a 
lecture tour in United States when his life 
snuffed out like a candle. His physician, Dr. A. 
D. Watson the poet, has told of his pure, heroic 
spirit in his memorial verses “The Crusader.” 
The point I wish to make was that Will was a 
fearless, truth-seeking agnostic. 

After many years I made another friendship. 
He was another rare altruistic spirit, a Rhodes 
scholar and a barrister of the Inner Temple. He 
too died on the threshold of a career that would 
have been dedicated to humanity. He died, as 
he lived, an orthodox Jew. And my present man- 
friend is a tolerant, but none the less sincere 
Catholic.

T can't understand married people who quar-~ 


rel over religion—unless it is that they’re quar- 
relsome anyway; and that people seeking trouble 
never have to look far for it. If I had a wife and 
she had a little mud idol on the mantelpiece, I 
don't think it would worry me so long as she 
got comfort and uplift of soul from it. So while 
I'm not a British Israelite, I’m quite ready to 
concede that they probably know more about 
it than do I. 


Mark Twain once took a merry poke at the 
British Israelites. He said he had found one 
clear reference to the English in the Bible— 
“Blessed are the meek, for they shall inherit 
the earth.” Mr. Savage's booklet, which shows 
a wide knowledge of international events and 
a lawyer-like appreciation of the significance of 
the Statute of Westminster, brings home a real- 
ization of the great populated areas controlled 
by the British Commonwealth of Nations. The 
faithful may well see in it the fulfilment of 
the Genesis promise of Jacob (later named 
Israel) “A nation and a company of nations 
shall be of thee.” 

So foreign is # to human wisdom and so 
contrary to the history of other empires, that 
French and German and other observers, saw 
only in the demands of Canadian, Irish and 
South African spokesmen for full autonomy, 
the first stage of the break-up of the British 
Empire. Yet the statesmen who, at the Imperial 
Conference of 1926, laid the foundations for 
national autonomy for the Dominions which 
came six years later, were building better than 
they knew. The inward vitality of free associa- 
tion for common ends is more effective than 
the most imposing array of compulsory mechan- 
ism. 

Far from severing the bond of loyalty be- 
tween the Dominions and the Mother Country, 
the Statute of Westminster—which raised each 
Dominion to the status of a separate kingdom, 
so that no change may even be made in the 
British succession the Royal prerogatives 
without the consent of all of the new Kingdoms, 
and which repealed the old Colonial Laws Valid- 
ity Act which had given the Mother Parliament 
the power to disallow any Dominion statute 
repugnant to itself—has more closely knit the 
Dominions in their new aspect as autonomous 
kingdoms.

If the British Israelites are right in their 
theories and in their calculations, then the end- 
ing of the depression and of the era of inequal- 
ity is near at end. They fix the date of the ex- 
piration of Judah's last punishment as between 
the years 1934 and 1936 A.D. This may explain 
why Premier Bennett waited four and half 
years after he realized that capitalism in Can- 
ada must be restrained, before announcing any 
steps to curtail predatory wealth and free the 
Canadian people from the slavery of “sound 
money.” 


That the Saxon races are the Saacs—the 
children of Isaac—the Welsh the Khumri or 
Cymric, the sons of Omri, and the Scots the

growth of the British Dominions under the 
loose-knit bond of allegiance to the British 
throne and British institutions. 

Eloquent after-dinner speakers talking to the 
toast of “Canada” have dinned into our ears the 
majesty and wealth of our thinly-sprawled 
Dorninion, spreading for miles on either side of 
the transcontinentals from coast to coast. Com- 
paring our slow growth of population against 
that of the Mother Country which, despite the 
decimating toll of the Great War added nearly 
6,000,000 to her population between the years 
1900 and 1921, we haven't so much to jubilate 
But what of the other Dominions and Col- 
onies and Dependencies? 

Southern Rhodesia, a veritable empire in 
areca and wealth, separately represented at the 
1932 Imperial Economic Conference negotiated 
itr own trade treaties. Yet 22 years ago it was 
governed by c private company, the British 
South Africa Company. 

Gandhi, his loin cloth, his goat and his female 
disciples, make the headlines, but while native 
princes express their fealty to the British Crown, 
Lord Willingdon opens in India a wonderful 
dam, the Lloyd Barrage. It cost $75,000,000 and 
irrigates 7,000,000 acres of land, saving millions 
from fear of famine. Of its seven main canals, 
three of them are greater than the celebrated 
Suez Canal,

Winter Squashes, Good 
Starchy Foods 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The squashes, of which there are some fifty- 
five varieties, belong to the gourd family. They 
vary from the soft little summer squashes to 
exceedingly large, hard-shelled wintcr squashes. 
Hubbard squash is an excellent variety of win- 
ter squash, being a dark green and yellow color 
on the outside and golden yel- 
low on the inside. The shell is 
so firm that it often has to be 
split with a hatchet. The shell 
usually has a warty appear- 
ance, although it may be al- 
most smooth in some in- 
stances. Other winter squashes 
contain practically the same 
food value as the Hubbard 
‘squash. The small pumpkins, 
the Canada crookneck squash- 
es and the banana squash may 
all be prepared in the same way and they make 
an excellent medium starchy vegetable. 

In selecting a Hubbard squash, pick out a 
firm one with no soft spots in the shell. Either 
chop it open or saw it, then clean out the numer- 
ous seeds and cut the squash in small pieces. 
Put it in the oven and bake until tender and the 
top is a golden brown. It may be served right 
in the shell with butter over it, or the flesh may 
be scooped out of the shell and mashed and 
cream added. If you prefer, these squashes may 
be cooked like mashed potatoes, cutting the flesh 
into small pieces, boiling, mashing and adding 
cream and butter. 

It is a good plan to include one or more of 
the cooked and raw non-starchy vegetables at 
a meal containing the winter squashes, but 
since they contain some starch, it is better to 
exclude tomatoes or any of the acid fruits at 
the meal. 

Both the winter squashes and the pumpkin 
keep well throughout the winter and they are 
large enough so that one is sufficient for a meal 
for a small family. 


During the fall and winter months you may 
add variety to your meals occasionally by using 
these excelent squashes. They are available 
during the fall and winter months when the 
vegetable variety is limited. 

Patients who are on a nonestarchy diet and 
who feel a craving for some form of starch may 
indulge by taking a serving of winter squash 
which has a carbohydrate ¢ontent of from 3% 
to 15%, and has an added value of being alka- 
line forming, since it contains good quantities 
of potassium, sodium and calcium. It is an ex- 
cellent food for those who have been in the habit 
of using too many acid-forming foods.

QUESTION: Mrs. S. V. writes: “For some- 
time I have had a miserable feeling in the right 
side under the ribs, which is a dull, heavy ache. 
I went to a clinic and the doctor told me I 
didn’t need x-rays, but that if the trouble per- 
sisted, to come back and have some x-ray pic- 
tures made. I would appreciate your advice.” 

ANSWER: If the trouble failed to clear up 
Satisfactorily, I strongly advise that you return 
for the x-ray pictures. It is likely that you may 
have developed liver trouble and careful con- 
sideration must be given your case, to find out 
definitely what is wrong. I also suggest that 
you write to me, giving the report on the ex- 
amination, and I will be glad to send to you 
suitable instructions to follow. Please enclose 
a large, self-addressed, stamped envelope with 
your letter to help pay your part of the cost 
of mailing the reply back to you. 

QUESTION—Mrs. D. asks: “Do walnuts con- 
tain carbohydrates? Are they beneficial to the 
kidneys? Do they combine with raw apples, 
and, if so, would that be sufficient for lunch?” 

ANSWER—Nearly all nuts contain some 
form of carbohydrate and walnuts have about 
13 per cent. They have no special effect upon 
the kidneys, nor are they harmful. They com- 
bine well with raw apples and this makes a 
very good lunch. Two ounces of the nut meats 
are enough to use at any one meal.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1846 there was 
born at Toronto, then a very small 
city, a boy who was to become 
one of the greatest portrait paint- 
ers of his generation. 
Forbes, the son of Duncan Forbes, 
who had come +o Canada from 
Perthshire, Scotland, early show- 
ed artistic ability, and, after leav- 
ing Upper Canada College, went 
to London, where he studied at 
South Kensington Museum and

went to Paris where he was a 
pupil at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. 


Those who have visited the 
Parliament Buildings at Ottawa 
will recall two large paintings of 
King Edward and Queen Alexan- 
dra, These are replicas of originals 
done by Colin Forbes at the 
King’s request for the Ottawa 
buildings, which originals were 
destroyed in the fire of February 
3rd, 1916. Soon after the news

OTTAWA, Jan. 23.—Following | 
Hon. R. B. Bennett to the floor of 
the house Tuesday afternoon, 
James 8S. Woodsworth, leader of 
the Canadian Commonwealth 
Federation, congratulated both 
parties upon having “seen the 
light” on reform issues. 

Mr. Woodsworth declared his 
task and that of his group was 
easier now that both the old par- 
ties had seen the light on the 


‘ question of reform. 


He congratulated the government 


on the Speech from the Throne 
“whatever its motives,’ because it 
contained more than any other 


speech since he had been a member 
of the house 

The question Mr. Bennett had to 
answer was why he had left his 
reform policy until the eve of an 
election. In his opinion Mr. Ben- 
nett’s explanation was not convinc- 
ing. 
CAPITALISM REFORM USELESS 

He also thought reform of the 
capitalist system would never solve 
an¥ problem. At the most it would) 
bring Canada up to the position 
of other civilized countries—of Eng- | 
land under the Lloyd George reg- | 
ime and Germany before the war. 
Mr. Bennett had, however, made a 
great contribution to political dis- 
cussion, when he declared the cap- 
italist system: must be considered 


on its merits and when he declared | * 


for regulation of industry. | 
It would be unfair for the gov- 
ernment to introduce legislation | 
along the lines of social reform un-| 
less it had established its constitu- 
tionality or provided some means | 
of testing it, said Mr, Woodsworth. 
He hoped the government had done | 
this and that if the bills went} 
through this session there would be} 
no chance of their being upset by 
the courts He also hoped they 
would go through 
POLICY WEAKNESSES 

The weakness of Mr. Bennett's 
Policy in the C.C.F. leader's opin- 
ion was it would stabilize the 
Present capitalist system. Mr. Ben- 
nett had divided the people into 
producers and non-producers, He 
had offered no suggestion of an 
investigation of some of the large 
fortunes of Canada, which certain- 
ly had “not been earned by the 
sweat of the brow.” | 

There was also the question of 
inherited wealth. Mr. Woodsworth 
declared the right of inheriting 
great wealth meant one man’s chil- 
dren had a claim on the services of 
another man’s children before they 
were born. He believed that apart 
from the provision of small allow- 
ances for 
right of inheritance should exist. 


STABILIZES “CLASSES” 

The Bennett policy, he declar- 
ed, would stabilize a class society, 
one class which lived by work- 
ing and another which lived by 
earning. It was true there were 
many small investors but the fact 
that only two percent of the peo- 
ple of Canada paid income tax 
showed how few people benefited 
by the present system. 

With the proposals for minimum 
wages and maximum’ working 
hours, unemployment insurance, re- 
vised old age pensions, and health 
insurance he was in full accord. 
It should be remembered, however,
